Township, a total of two paid men are 
allowed to go out on a township call no 
matter how many calls are received 
Clark stated. “ We didn't want the 
responsibility of not being able to tell 
them we couldn’t send the rescue truck 
out if someone w as in a w reek and needed 
it “ lh* further said that whenever men 
on a crew are sent out, the department 
calls in off duty men to replace those 
going on a run 


Firefighter Wade Fletcher said this 
morning that it has been reported that 
the problem only began two weeks ago. 
“although we all know that the trouble 
started back in the first part of the year 
in March of April when they suspended 
one of the firemen while he was in the 
hospital.” 
Fletcher said the suspended firemen 
“had been down here previous two or 
three days before entering the hospital 
and there were five men that heard him 
and three of these men testified in his 
behalf at the Board of Works hearing 
Everything was in his favor and yet the 
board of works went against him and 
gave him six days off." 
“ From that time on he has been 
harassing and cussing the men and 
everything else, and it has led up to this 
point when the ruling was put down that 
when two men are out on a township run 
and if the department receives another 
emergency run he stated that this is just 
a ’calculated risk we have to take’," 
Fletcher stated. 
The firefighter went on to say that he 


thinks the people of Rushville are good 
people and he believes they "deserve 
better thoughts than this ”

before the fire chief and he was told that 
they were going th be taken to the Board 
of Works and Mayor, and the chief 
reportedly stated, “go ahead and take it 
to the board of works and take it to the 
Mayor because I have them w rapped 
around my little finger.” Fletcher stated

that he had Des Blair. Dick Dragoo or the 
Mayor wrapped around his little finger.''

Hoosier Man Killed After Robbery 


BENTON HARBOR, Mich. (UPI) — A suspected bank 
robber who led several police cars on a high-speed chase 
through two counties crashed his getaway car into a 
police roadblock north of Benton Harbor Wednesday and 
died less than three hours later at a hospital.

Conviction Upheld In Court 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) - The 
Indiana Court of 
Appeals Wednesday upheld the conviction of Roosevelt 
Crenshaw on a charge of assault and battery with intent 
to gratify sexual desires in an attack on a l4year-old 
Indianapolis girl during the summer of 1974 
The court said that although Crenshaw had presented 
an elaborate statement of issues in his brief, it could 
only consider the two matters he had raised in his 
motion to correct errors Those were that the evidence 
was insufficient because the testimony of the girl was 
not 
corroborated 
and 
that 
he 
was 
denied 
the 
presumption of innocence by the jury’s failure to 
reconcile all the evidence concerning time of the events. 
The opinion written by Judge Paul H Buchanan Jr 
noted that under Indiana law a conviction for rape or 
lesser included offenses can 
be 
sustained 
by 
the 
uncorroborated testimony of the victim 
It said his second point was also seeking to have the 
appeals court reweigh the evidence to resolve some 
discrepancies as to exact times that the event happened 
However, the opinion noted that time was not of the 
essence of the offense, nor was there sufficient lapse of 
time between the offense and the reporting of it to 
prevent a successful prosecution 
Crenshaw had been convicted in Marion County 
Criminal Court.

The Rush County Commissioners seem to be having 
a bit of trouble trying to get the em ergency medical 
services off the ground. When they entered in to the 
possibility of EMTs staffing em ergency vehicles, 
they knew there would be som e public outcry, but it is 
doubtful that they would have expected as much as 
they have received. 


In laying out the plan for em ergency medical 
services in Rush County, the Commissioners first 
decided on three locations in the county for the units. 
At the time, it was felt a unit located in the northern 
section of the county, one in the geographical center 
of the county, and one in the southern part of the 
county would be sufficient. Therefore, the group 
decided to place the central unit in Rushville, the 
southern unit in Milroy, and the northern unit in 
Mays. In doing so, they failed to provide immediate 
service to the second most heavily populated area in 
the county — Carthage. 
Of course, the three sites of Rushville, Milroy, and 
Mays are only tentative sites, and they can be 
changed. It is hoped that the commissioners would 
reconsider and help the people of Ripley Township in 
one of two ways. The commissioners should either 
decide to place one of the county emergency medical 
units in the town of Carthage, or support an effort by 
them to appropriate tax monies so that they might 
apply for their own unit. 
Carthage officials listed very good points in a letter 
to the commissioners seeking some action on either of 
their proposals. First, they are the second most 
populated region in the county. Second, there are 
more 
emergency 
runs 
in 
the 
Carthage-Ripley 
Township area than any other area in the county 
excluding Rushville. And third, over 40 per cent of the 
population in the Carthage area are elderly, and 
quick, immediate emergency medical treatment is a 
necessity. 
There are other points listed in favor of locating the 
unit in Carthage instead of Mays, and in a letter to the 
commissioners by Carthage officials, nine more 
reasons for placing the unit in Carthage were offered. 
Carthage has been left out in the cold to fend for 
themselves for a long time now. It was their decision, 
of course, but their children. Rush County youth, go to 
Henry County to school. Carthage is a part of Rush 
County, a large part of Rush County, and they should 
be treated as such.

Aspirin to Prevent Heart Attacks? 
Can you tell me anything 
about the new method of 
treating heart attacks by giving 
a patient a tablet of aspirin a 
day? This was suggested to my 
father. I don’t understand it. 
Mr. E. M. B., FU. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
You may be confused because 
the use of aspirin is not meant to 
treat heart attacks, but rather 
in some instances, to prevent it. 
It is known that aspirin has a 
blood-thinning tendency. Very 
recently, cardiologists have 
been prescribing small daily 
doses of aspirin in an effort to 
reduce 
mortality 
from 
recurring heart attacks and 
strokes. 
A very extensive study is now 
in progress to prove or disprove 
the value of aspirin for this 
purpose. The National Heart, 
Iuing and Blood Institute has 
enrolled almost 5,000 volunteers 
between the ages of 30 and 70 for 
this extensive investigation. It 
is expected that the results of 
this research project will be 
definitively stated within the 
next four or five years. 
The program of daily aspirin 
s being tried by many car- 
liologists with patients who do 
lot have ulcers or any other 
ntestinal disturbance 
that 
night make its use hazardous.

improving the acceptance of women as 
professionals in this field. 
But 
Dr 
M argaret 
Morgan, 
who 
was 
Indiana's mental health comm issioner in 
1953-56, is more concerned over the need for 
additional research in mental illnesses than 
she is with her own p r o f e s s i o n a l 
accomplishm ents 
Dr Morgan now is professor of psychiatry 
at Indiana University Medical School When 
the 
Indiana 
Legislature first 
created a 
separate state Departm ent of Mental Health 
in 1953 and then-Gov. George Craig, now a 
Brazil attorney, appointed Dr 
Morgan as 
the first commissioner, she rem em bers “ my 
job was difficult ” 
“ I received my appointment because the 
governor felt I was the most qualified but at 
that tim e, women in general were hardly 
considered on a professional level,” Dr 
Morgan rem em bered “There were so few 
women in medical schools at that tune and 
it was more difficult for women to get into 
executive positions.” 
“Some medical schools have 25 to 30 per 
cent women now,” she said “ I think in my 
class it was three women in a class of 75 
When I applied for a residency in surgery in 
New York at one of the big hospitals, the 
adm inistrator told me, 'I don't doubt you 
are fully qualified, Dr Morgan, but we do 
not take women. Period 
Pat Holmes, information w riter for the 
state D epartm ent of Mental Health, in a 
survey on women in m ental health wrote. 


“The fact that Dr 
Morgan was the first 
woman in such a specialized field has helped 
to turn the tide of acceptance of women as 
professionals in their fields However, she, 
as do the other women professionals in 
mental health, feel the job is far from 
finished." 
Dr 
Morgan said she appreciated the 
acknowledgement of her role as the first 
woman m ental health comm issioner in any 
state but is m ore concerned about what both 
men and women in the field can do for their 
patients. “ We have made great advances in 
the care and treatm ent of the mentally ill," 
she said “ But our job is not as good as it 
could be We don't know the causes of many 
forms of m ental illnesses 
“ Until we have more people doing basic 
research into causes of schizophrenia, for 
exam ple, our treatm ent is not good enough 
yet. Our treatm ent is not s p e c i f i c . 
Psychotropic drugs were a great advent, but 
we have to evaluate and value constantly 
now 
that 
we 
are 
moving 
away 
from 
hospitals to community centers." 
She said that she is not personally active 
in equal 
rights movements 
because 
“ I 
haven’t tim e for everything 
As first m ental health comm issioner, she 
said one of her big problems was getting 
funds to initiate emergency im provem ents 
for the state hospitals. During her term , 
salary classifications for m ental hospital 
staffs were m ade more com petitive with 
private industry and the actual personnel 
nearly doubled 
Indiana's position relative to care of the 
mentally ill went from the lowest in the then 
48 states to near the top in term s of patient 
care expenditures

Science Today 
Nations 
1 Flowers

CHICAGO (UPI) — W hat’s happening to 
our flowers? 
No one is certain how m any species of 
flowering plants exist in the United States, 
but the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
estim ates the num ber at 20,000, with about 
IO 
per 
cent 
believed 
to 
qualify 
for 
endangered status 
One reason for the floral uncertainty is 
that, until recently, growth 
patterns of 
various species had not been collected on a 
scientific basis. Now, researchers are using 
com puters 
to help 
them 
study 
growth 
patterns and identify endangered species. 
Theodore 
Crovello, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
University of 
Notre 
D am e’s 
b i o l o g y 
departm ent, heads a model research effort 
which includes the study of IOO species of 
the 3,500-species m ustard plant family. With 
contributions from 75 institutions, including 
the University of California at Berkeley, 
H arvard University and the Field Museum 
of 
N atural 
History 
in 
Chicago, 
t h e 
researchers have collected and logged 45,000 
specim ens of the various species. 
Crovello notes that the lack of scientific 
studies in the past m akes interpretation of 
the data tricky. If a flower were popular in 
1850 but infrequently collected (fram ed or 
otherwise saved like stam ps) in 1900, data 
derived from collections might m ake it 
appear the flower was becoming extinct. 
Sim ilarly, 
a 
plant 
which 
actually 
is 


en d an g ered .'but whose popularity among 
collectors increases, might appear to be 
increasingly plentiful — if the num ber of 
specim ens is to be believed. 
The project at Notre Dame, begun under a 
National 
Science 
Foundation 
grant, 
is 
sim ilar to a study being conducted by the 
Native Plant Society of California. Biology 
professor Wayne Savage of San Jose State 
University says m em bers of the group have 
been collecting data for the past 18 years. 
California has about 6,000 of the nation’s 
20.000 plant species, and Savage says about 
1.000 of those are believed to be rare or 
endangered Determ ining status is difficult, 
he says, because California’s flora have not 
been studied as completely cr over as long a 
period as those other states. 
But Savage said it appears “ m any are on 
the 
way 
out, 
because 
agriculture 
and 
housing have invaded areas with native 
plants.” 
Crovello 
says 
he 
hopes 
a 
national 
com puter data bank on flowering and other 
complex plants will be created, as is now 
being considered in a National Park Service 
study. 
He says out the disappearance of a plant 
species is more than an aesthetic loss. Many 
chem icals now used in medicines were 
disco v ered 
in 
plan ts. 
“ You never know what kind of plant might 
be harboring that neat chemical which could 
help us,” he said. 


Foreign N ew s Com m entary 
Draft In Vietnam

BANGKOK, Thailand (U PI) - The arm y 
draft is as heavy or even heavier than ever 
in Vietnam, as the arm ed forces move to the 
economic battlefields. 
Reports from Saigon confirm that the 
Hanoi-directed 
arm ed 
forces 
now 
are 
drafting South Vietnamese youths into the 
Communist forces. 
"T here’s no difference in the current draft 
(by Hanoi) and the old draft by (form er 
President) Nguyen Van Thieu,” complained 
a recent letter from a youth im pressed into 
the arm y in Saigon a few weeks ago. 
The reports indicate that m ales from 18 to 
25 are subject to m ilitary service now. 
Unconfirmed statem ents indicate the arm y 
will take men up to 45 next year. 
It appears there is little m ilitary training 
for 
the 
newly 
drafted 
arm ed 
forces 
m em bers. Instead, they are placed in units, 
which are work groups for the countryside. 
Official Hanoi media now spend much 
tim e and newspaper space extolling the 
feats of m ilitary units toiling in the woods. 
on the roads and in the rice paddy fields 
And 
Defense 
Minister 
(and 
m ilitary 
legend) Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap. in a speech 
m ade last month but released only this 
week, added his voice to the chorus. 
"Let us m arch courageously onto the 
economic front, and, together with the entire 
people, overcom e poverty and backwardness 
and 
build 
a 
prosperous 
and 
powerful 
Socialist V ietnam ,” Giap told an economic 
conference of highranking officers. 


The Vietnam News Agency in one day 
alone recently had stories praising the labor 
by at least five arm ed forces units in central 
and south Vietnamese provinces. 
In the central provinces, for exam ple, two 
arm y units reportedly planted 27,500 acres 
and reaped 13,300 tons of food and tea. VNA 
reported. 


Army units also are employed in clearing 
abandoned and other explosives from fallow 
fields in an effort to turn the acreage into 
producing land. 
Vietnam already is pressing India as the 
Asian nation with the second largest arm ed 
forces —China has the b i g g e s t — a n d 
"defense of the nation” still rem ains its 
official No. I task. 


But with no external border threat and 
only a miniscule resistance problem within 
the nation, a large num ber of the 650,000 to 
750,000-man arm y can be freed for farm 
labor duty. 


In addition, aid from other Communist 
nations has not been as large as expected, 
and money from the United States still lies 
in the future. That is why Vietnam ’s leaders 
have called for self-sufficiency. 
Simple calculations show it is cheaper to 
m aintain a laboring soldier than enticing a 
family to the nee fields and giving financial 
support 


So the arm y continues to grow, while 
Vietnam ’s leaders hope the country will 
grow economically at the sam e time 


ERA Improved

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Prospects for 
ratification of the proposed equal rights 
am endm ent to the U S Constitution by the 
100th Indiana Legislature have improved but 
the balance for and against is extrem ely 
close. 
The annual UPI legislative poll included 
this question to m em bers of the centennial 
session: “ lf you were voting today your 
personal convictions, would you vote for or 
against ratification of U S 
Equal Rights 
A m endm ent?" 
Of the 106 law m akers who replied to the 
poll, 52 said they would vote tor EHA, 50 
against and 4 indicated they were undecided 
In the Senate, where ERA twice has been 
defeated in previous sessions, the vote was 
19 for, 16 against, 2 undecided 
But perhaps the most hopeful sign for 
backers of ERA is the fact that Dem ocrats 
control the Senate this tim e, rather than 
Republicans Only two GOP senators said 
they would vote for ERA, as contrasted to 17 
Dem ocrats Fifteen Republican senators and 
only one Dem ocratic 
senator said they 
oppose EHA 
Senate President pro tem Robert Fair, D- 
P r meet on, has indicated in the past (no 


names are used in the UPI poll) that he 
favors ERA and LL Gov. Robert Orr, as 
president 
of 
the 
Senate, 
has 
said 
if 
confronted with a tie. he would cast his vote 
for ratification 
In the House, where Speaker 
Kermit 
Burrous, R Peru, has spoken and voted for 
ERA through past sessions, the poll shows 
33 representatives for and 34 against, with 
the political division, being ll Republicans 
and 22 Dem ocrats for. and 25 Republicans 
and 9 D em ocrats against. 
Indiana is considered a key state in efforts 
to obtain ratifications of four more state 
legislatures 
before the 
March 
22, 
1979, 
deadline for such action. So far 34 states 
have ratified of the needed 38, and in some 
of the rem aining 16, there is no hope for 
ratification.

Rush County Farmers Undergo Training

No one really knows what a 
“ restricted” pesticide really is, 
however, 65 Rush County far­ 
mers met together Tuesday 
night to be certified in order to 
use such chemicals. 


Rush County Extension Agent 
Gary Coots and Union County 
Extension Agent Art Redinger 
conducted the first two hours of 
the four-hour training course on 


pesticides Tuesday evening at 
the Production Credit building. 
The certification process is a 
legislative compromise between 
“ restricted” 
classification, 
although no one will know for 
sure until next October. 
The purpose of this training is 
that once the pesticides have 
been classified, the farmer will 
have to be certified in order to 
apply 
the 
“ restricted” 
chemicals. 
Under the new pesticide laws, 


a farmer and others producing 
agricultural commodities will 
be expected to possess prac­ 
tical 
knowledge 
regarding 
pesticides and their uses. Each 
person who plans to be certified 
will have to have practical 
knowledge of pest problems and 
pest 
control 
practices 
associated with his agricultural 
operation. 
He will have to recognize 
common pests to be controlled 
and the damage caused by 


them; recognized local en­ 
vironmental situations to be 
considered during application 
and to avoid contamination; 
recognize poisoning symptoms 
and 
know 
emergency 
procedures in case of an ac­ 
cident; 
have 
practical 
knowledge of storage 
and 
disposal procedures. 
The certified applicant will 
also have to understand labeling 
information 
including 
the 
common name of the pesticide

The

Assembly enacted legislation in 
1975 to carry out the intent of the 
KIERA Act passed by Congress,

certified in order to use or buy 
the restricted chemicals. 


A "restricted pesticide” is 
any pesticide classified as 
restricted by the administrator 
of the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. At this time, 
however, it is not known what 
type of chemical falls under this 
title 
Agent Coots has stated he 
believes most of the pesticides 
now 
used 
by 
Rush 
County 
farmers 
will 
fall 
under 


restricted pesticides on their own farms. The session 
lasted two hours and another two hour session will be 
held next Tuesday. 
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Figuring Out Those Worksheets 


I he many people who attended the training seminar had to fill out work sheets 


that will be sent to the state chemist. The state chemist determines who will be 
certified and who will not. .Standing in the background is G ary Coots, who helped 
conduct the sem inar. 
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applied, pests to be controlled. 
timing and methods of ap­ 
plication, safety precautions, 
any preharvest or re-entry 
restrictions and any specific 
disposal procedures. He will 
have to apply pesticides in 
accordance 
with 
label 
in 
structions and warnings, and 
also have the ability to prepare 
the proper 
concentration 
of 
pesticide to be used under 
particular circumstances such 
as area, speed of application, 
and quantity in a given period of 
operation. 
The farmer must also know 
his legal 
responsibility. 
Any 
person 
who 
violates

provisions of this law or in­ 
terferes with the office of the 
State Chemist in the per­ 
formance of his duties shall be 
fines up to $1,000 for a first of­ 
fense and up to $5,000 for sub­ 
sequent offenses. 
The Indiana farmer has four 
alternative procedures by which 
he can be certified. 
The local extension .service is 
presently conducting the four- 
hour training sessions; a person 
may also take a 50 question 
examination 
covering 
the 
certification standards either at 
the Pesticide Office on the 
Purdue Campus or at the local 
extension office; or obtain a set 
of 
programmed 
self-study 
lessons from the county agent. 


If a person is unable to read he 
may attend the slide presen­ 
tations and talks at the training 
sessions and a personal in­ 
terview can be arranged with a 
representative of the Pesticide 
Office to determine if the person 
can be certified to use one or two 
materials. 
Once the farmer has received 
his certification permit he will 
be certified for three years, 
which allows him to purchase, 
possess, and apply "restricted 
use” pesticides after October 21, 
1977. It has been strongly 
pointed out that a farmer will 
not need to have a permit in 
order to apply the "general use” 
pesticides. 
Farmers will not be affected 
by this ruling until after next 
October, as they may still apply 
any pesticides already on the 
market during spring planting 
Agent Coots stated 65 Rush 
County farmers attended the 
Tuesday night training session, 
and to date a total of 125 local 
farmers have been certified. 
They 
will 
meet 
again 
Tuesday, December 14 for the 
remaining two hours of training 
before the results of their 
studies are sent to the State 
Chemist 
Office, 
who 
will 
determine if the farmer knows 
enough about the "restricted” 
and "general use” pesticides to 
be certified.
